Who should control Tidelands 
Oil production, the state or the 


About 


federal government? Controversy 


has raged unsettled since this 


question was first raised in 1937. 


by the late president, Franklin 
Roosevelt. 

Tideland Oil is, to all intents 
and purposes, the oil which lies 
under the ocean floor between 
the areas of low mean tide and 
the three mile limit, in three 
states: California, Louisiana, and 
Texas. 

The issue here to be discussed 
does not concern who should or 
should not own the Tidelands. In 
the Supreme Court decision of 1947 
it was ruled that ‘*The U.S. has 
paramount rights in all lands un- 
derlying the Pacific Ocean within 
three miles of the low tide mark 
on the California coast except 
for bays, harbors, and other inland 
waters.”” The decision of the court 
leaves no doubt that the Tidelands 
are owned, to all practical pur- 
poses, by the federal government. 

The question then, is one of con- 
trol. In my opinion, there are two 
measures by which to judge the 
problem. One is the legal side: 
That is, to extract from previous 
laws which may have bearing on 
the case, the legally correct solu- 
tion. The other is a moral issue. 
It concerns the possibly extra- 
legal reasons for a_ particular 
course of action. 

According to the Congressional 
digest for October, 1948, the the- 
ory of state Tideland control has 


been in effect since the days of 
the revolution. The colonists re 
tained their original territorial 
concepts which included Tide- 
lands as territory of ‘‘free and in- 
dependent states.”’ 

The first test of supreme au- 
thority concerning Tidelands, 
occurred shortly after |Alabama’s 


admission to the Union, when two 
private claims were granted on one 


piece of land. One grant came from 
the federal government, the other 
from the state. 

The court decision was in favor 
of the state. This confirmed the 
theory that the state owned sub- 
nerged lands within its boundaries, 
except for private land or land 
retained by the U.S. as part of the 
public domain. 

Between 1845 and 1937, the 
Supreme Court reiterated its stand 
at least 31 times. 

On admission to the Union, 
Califomnia’s state constitution 

specified boundaries as extending 
“three miles into the Pacific Ocean. 
In 1921, assuming from the pre- 
vious decisions that they were 
state owned, the state began 
leasing the Tidelands.
